Ti-e gentleman's curiosity was 
ironwd and ha asked several questions. 
lo learned that the demand for straw 
uaU has been unprecedented^ large 
his season, and that the supply of cer- 
./ain grades and sizes is almost exhausted. 
The tize of 6% is always in active de- 
mand, and the supply has fallen short 
obis year. 


"The stocks of straw hats are dwind- 


ing rapidly in every quarter," explained 
i well known hat dealer, "and we cannot 
eple.ush this year, for the reason that 
-he factories have made up all of their 
t-a\v and i-hnt down. Next season they 
nil probab'y increase their output, and 
'he crnz» tor straw hats may give way 
o S'-melhitig elsa. That is the way

Gotta company. The line is 1,700 feet 
long, including the loop. The overhead 
conductor consists of two No. 2 B. & S. 
gauge copper wires. As the power is 
s applied from an incandescent lighting 
plant it was deemed advisable not to use 
one wire and rail for return current, BO 
a doable trolley system was installed. 
The line has six curves of less than forty 
feet radius. 


A loaded train can start from the 


works and unload in the storage yard 
and continue to the clay sheds for a re- 
turn load for the works. The track is 
three feet gauge, has 80-pound T rail 
on pine ties, spaced two feet between 
centers. The greatest grade is 4 per 
cent. The motor car is equipped with 
two 8- horsepower railroad motors, bong 
on the axles. -The motor has hauled ten 
tons on a level track. — New York Tele- 
"gram.

another asserting as positively that it wa 
bright yellow. It is known as the cha 
meleon and its tongue is the only part o 
its body that moves with any vivacity. 


There is in Nevada a political party 


that has tome of tbe peculiar character 
istics of tbe chameleon. 
It changes its 


principles witn lightning rapidity, on 
strange as it may seem, doe* not appaa 
to be aware of the fact, and assumes t 
bo surprised when its attention is di 
rected to the peculiarity. A few month 
»;o its leaders in convention assumblec 
denounced 
Harrison's 
Administrate 


because it had not remonetized silver 
proclaimed free coinage the parnmoan 
issue and declared that " no one sboul 
be elevated to oflice who was not une 
quivocally in favor of tho unrestricte 
coinage of silver." Then it paraded be 
fore the public in silvrr sheen. 
It en 


deavored to outdo the Silver Lenpues 
which were then being organized, in it 
devotion to free coinage. It ignored th 
tariff and all other question* and mad 
the opening of the mints to stiver aa we! 
as gold, its cardinal and in fact its on) 
principle of faith. 
It "enthused" Mr 


Bartina at Washington io such a dcgre 
that he actually for a moment let go o 
Mr. Reed'a coat tails and declared to th 
astonishment of that burly gold bug fo 
whom he voted for Speaker, that the ro 
monttization of silver was a great prin 
ciple and of more importance than tli 
success of any political party. 


Now this party has assumed a 


hue, though it pretends to be uncon 
•clous of the change. It endorses liar 
rison for President, thoug'i Senator 
Teller and Sherman tell us he woul 
veto a free coinage bill, and he declare 
himself in his letter of acceptance tha 
•while he believes the remonetization o 
silver would conduce to the prosperit 
of the world, he wants as rr.uch silve 
put iu the dollar as European nations 
which art) interested io depressing th 
value of the metal, desire. 
It propose 


to " elevate " Mr. Bartine 
from th 


House, where he never has accomplisbei 
anything for the benefit of his congtitu 
enti, to the Senate, to supplant Senato 
Stewart, who passed a free coinage bil 
thiougli that body, and send Mr. Wood 
liurn, who, in the six years he was in 
Congress did cot get even a motion U 
Adjourn carried, to the House of Repre 
sentatives. 


In the name of reason, justice, con 


sistency, wilt the people of Nevada o 
nny considerable number of them lend 
their aid to this chameleon party, which 
to-day 
repudiates every principle i 


enunciated in its State Convention a few 
months ago? Will tbe non-office seeking 
men of the State permit themselves to 
be deceived by place-hunters, who advo 
cate tho election of a President who is 
opposed to fret coinage, and of men to 
the Senate and House of Representatives 
who support that Presidential candidate 
and who, in all the time they spent in 
Congress, never succeeded in passing 
through the body of which they were 
members a measure of the slightest ben 
eftt to* the State of Nevada? 


"WOOOBUBN DID MOT HPBAK 


AT WINNKMUCCA.

Bulletin, writing from Oroville under date 
of October 12tb, says three surveying 
parties were put in tbe field fir tbe S*n 
Francisco and Great Salt Lake Bailroad. 


WHAT TBB SBBVrra SHOW. 


The surveys show there are ttree ranges 


of mountains and that Beck with Pass lies 
in tbe most easterly ot tbe threw. At tbe 
very highest point peach and appla trees 
ar* found bearing, showing that the snow- 
fall is never excessive nor the cold severe. 
The surveyors have made investigations 
and asked questions of hundreds of old 
residents of the mountain* and their testi- 
money agrees upon this point that tbe snow 
falls mostly upou the two wostern ranges of 
mountains and the third or easterly one, 
where Beekwith Pass is found, is com- 
paratively free of snow at all seasons. A 
splendid lumber and dairying region was 
found in the Beck with and Mohawk Valley 
country. What inquiries were made showed 
that a large quantity of ore awaited ship- 
Rent ss soon as tbe road was built. 


It was found that the only difficult por- 


ions of tbe road to build on the line sur- 
veyed by Boot's party was through the De- 
eney Canyon where considerable cutting 
must be done -in the canyon below the 
mouth of Jamison creek, where the sliding 
nature; of the hills oaused two lines -t j be 
run, one an each-tide of tbe Middle fork, 
and it the Lee summit or the divide be- 
tween the Middle and North fork, where a 
innnel 6,000 feet long will have to be run. 


Below American Valley contrary to ex- 


pectations the grade was excellent, being as 
low as forty-six feet to the mile. Above 
tbe valley the highest grade at any point is 
seventy feet while the line rarely exceeds 
sixty feet to the mile. 


From Soda Bar in Plamas to Big Bar in 


Sntte there is no trouble in grades, snow, 
sliding hills or from any other causes. Ba- 
ow Big Bar and around what ia known as 
he Big Bend of tba Feather the country la 
more precipitous and heavier cuttings will 
have to be done. 


•WXKBK THE SUBVETOBS ABB NOW. 


One party under Engineer Boot is at 


work in Sierra Valley. One under Mr. 
Lorain is between Big Bar and Flea Valley 
creek, and by the 4th of this month will 
have finished tbe survey to Big Bar where 
tho work was beguu by Engineer Oliver. 
On Friday last the party under Oliver was 
at the month of the West branch and had 
completed all the difficult wark of the route. 
From the month of the West branch to 
Oroville the distance is but fifteen miles 
and the country an easy one with low 
grades. It is stated by two of tbe survey- 
ors that the whole work will be completed 
withfn six weeks. This probably includes 
tbe running of a second or final line for 
location as the parties in tbe field have re- 
ceived orders to make thia as speedily as 
possible. It is reported here that a party 
is at work this side of Sacramento survey- 
ing toward Oroville.
